Berlin  Repo  rib  Tank* 
Finish  Encirclement 

LONDON.  Dec.  8 (CP'.  — Russian 
tank  forces  broke  through  to  the 
Danube  River  north  at  Budapest 
today,  completing  the  task  of  seal- 
ing off  from  the  east  the  besieged 
Hungarian  capital.  Berlin  reported 
tonight. 

The  report,  not  confirmed  by 
Moscow,  said  Marshal  Rodion  Y. 
Malinovsky's  Second  Ukraine  Army, 
In  a 27- mile  thrust,  reached  the  river 
near  Vac.  13  miles  north  of  the 
capital. 

Berlin  aLvo  declared  that  other 
8econd  Ukraine  Army  unit*  had 
linked  up  with  Marshal  Feodor  I. 
Tolbukhln  s Third  Ukraine  Army  at 
Ercsl,  on  the  west  bank  of  the 
I Danube,  13  miles  southwest  of  the 
I capital,  thus  putting  the  German- 
i Hungarian  defenders  of  Budapest  In 
a critical  situation. 

Moscow's  regular  communique  to- 
night did  not  mention  the  northern 
action,  but  said  that  Marshal  Tolbu- 
khln’s  forces  had  broken  through 
Axis  lines  southwest  of  Budapest  ln 
the  krea  between  Lake  Balaton  and 
the  Danube  and  had  driven  within 
1 nine  miles  of  the  fortress  city  of 
Szekesfehrrvar.  32  miles  southwest  of 
the  capital. 

Szekcsfehervar.  a ba»Uon  astride  a 
' direct  Invasion  route  to  Austria,  wa3 
menaced  by  several  Soviet  columns 
which  swept  through  40  localities  In 
gains  of  11  miles  on  a 31-mlle  front. 

Wheeling  around  to  the  northern 
vide  of  Lake  Balaton,  one  Soviet 
group  captured  Balatonfokajar,  15*3 
miles  southwest  of  Bsekesfehervar, 
outflanking  that  rail  city  and  push- 
ing Into  the  foothills  of  the  Bakony 
Mountains,  last  major  natural 
hurdle  before  the  Austrian  frontier 
78  miles  beyond.

ALLIED  SUPREME  HEADQUARTERS.  Paris.  Dec.  8 
(JP). — The  United  States  Third  and  Seventh  Armies,  ln  a 
concerted  push  along  a 60-mlle  front  from  shell-torn  Saar- 
brucken  to  the  Rhine,  hammered  today  at  the  Siegfried 
Line  guarding  Germany’s  Saar  Basin  and  at  the  outlying 
defences  of  the  neighboring  Palatinate  Province. 

The  Third  Army's  35th  Infantry  Division  forced  two 
new  crossings  of  the  Saar  River  near  Sarreguemines,  at  the 
threshold  of  the  rich  industrial  basin  eight  miles  southeast 
of  Saarbrucken,  and  established  bridgeheads  a half  mile 
deep  at  both  points. 

Third  Army  armor  closed  steadily  on  Saarbrucken, 
political  and  industrial  capital  of  the  S&ar.  whose  big  fur- 
naces, turning  out  one-tenth  of  the  steel  for  the  enemy's 
armies,  already  were  considered  lost  to  Germany. 

The  United  States  Seventh  Army,  on  the  Third's  right 
flank  to  the  east,  probed  forward  as  much  as  three  miles 
along  a 35-mile  front  and  field  dispatches  said  they  entered 
a town  four  and  one-half  miles  from  the  German  frontier.

Everyone  can  have  their  opinion 
about  Uiat,  but  so  far  as  the  honor - 
1 able  gentleman  Is  concerned,  I ex- 
| peel  tliere  are  some  other  nasty 
gulps  to  follow. 

We  stand  upon  Uie  foundation  of 
I fair,  free  elections  bat>ed  on  univer- 
sal service  and  suffrage.  That  Is 
1 what  we  consider  the  foundation  of 
democracy.  I feel  quite  different 
•bout  a swindle- democracy— a de- 
mocracy which  calls  Itself  a de- 
mocracy because  It  Is  left  wing. 

It  takes  all  sort*  to  make  democ- 
racy, not  only  left  wing  or  even 
Communists. 

The  last  thing  that  resembles  de- 
mocracy Is  mob  law  with  bands  of 
gangsters  armed  with  deadly  wea- 
I pons  forcing  their  way  Into  Greek 
clUes,  seizing  police  stations  and  key 
points  of  government,  and  endravor- 
| lug  to  introduce  a totalitarian  re- 
[ glme. 

The  last  tiling  that  represents  de- 
| itinerary  Is  mob  law  that  attempts 
to  introduce  a totalitarian  regime 
and  clamors  to  shoot  everyone  who 
Is  politically  inconvenient  as  part 
of  a purge  of  those  who  are  very 
often  said  to  be — but  often  have  not 
been— collaborators  with  the  Ger- 
mans during  the  occupation. 

Do  not  let  us  rate  democracy  so 
1 low  as  If  it  were  merely  grabbing 
i power  and  shooting  those  who  do 
not  agree  with  us.  That  Is  not  de- 
mocracy. That  Is  Uie  antithesis  of 
democracy.

DEMOCRACY  NOT 
RASE O ON  VIOLENCE 

Democracy  is  not  based  on  vlo- 
j lence  or  terrorism,  but  on  reason,  on 
1 rah  play,  on  freedom,  on  respecting 
lOtlier  people's  tignts  as  well  as  crur 
1 own  ambition. 

Democracy  is  not  a harlot  to  be 
| picked  up  in  the  street  by  a man 
, with  a Tommy  gun.  We  have  trusted 
the  mass  of  the  people  In  almost 
. every  country,  but  we  would  like  to 
, make  sure  Hint  It  was  the  people 
I and  not  a gang  of  bandits  from  the 
I mountains  or  couutryslde  who 
[ thought  that  by  violence  they  could 
overturn  state  authority. 

That  is  n general  description  of 
the  foundation  upon  which  we 
should  approach  the  various  Inci- 
dents on  which  I am  going  to  dwell. 
1 During  the  war,  of  course,  we 
I have  had  to  arm  anyone  who  could 
' shoot  a Hun.  We  accepted  them 
ns  friends  and  tried  lo  enable  them 
j to  fulfill  their  healthy  Instincts.  We 
are  paying  for  It  in  having  this  de- 
bate today,  which  personally  I have 
I found  rather  enjoyable  so  far  We 
are  paying  for  It  also  with  our  treas- 
ure and  our  blood.  We  are  not  pay- 
1 mg  for  it.  with  our  honor  or  by  de- 
feat. 

But  when  countries  are  liberated 
I It  does  not  follow  that  those  who 
have  received  uilr  weapons  should 
use  them  in  order  to  engroM  them 
selves  by  violence  and  murder  and 
blncirlshed  in  >11  those  powers  and 
tradition*  the  continuity  of  which 
I many  countries  havt  highly  dc- 
; veloped,  , . . . 

If  what  U called  In  thla  amend- 
1 merit  the  action  of  the  friends  of 
democracy  [g  in  be  Interpreted  as  a 
I carefully  planned  coup  d’etat  by 
' murder  gangs  and  by  Uie  Iron  rule 
j of  ruffian*  seeking  to  climb  Into  the 
vats  of  power  without  a vote  ever 
j having  been  cast  in  their  favor— if 
I that  It  to  masquerade  as  democracy 
I —I  think  the  House  will  be  united 
1 in  condemning  it  as  a mockery. 

War  criminals,  the  betrayers 
! of  their  countrymen,  the  men  who 
I sincerely  wtch  Germany  might  win 
— these  may  be  the  object  of  popu- 
lar disgust,  of  boycott  and  mnvbe  tn 
extreme  cases  should  be  brought  be- 
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But  I hope  they  will  be  court*  of 
laa  with  fair  trial*  not  mere  ex- 
pressions of  mob  Juries  or  political 
rival*  hut  let  me  try  to  establish 
thla  point  that  these  men  who 
went  up  Inin  the  hills  with  rifle* 
and  machine-gun*  given  them  by

old  Britain  -we  have  to  assume  the 


burden  and  the  moat  thankless 
took*  and  be  shot  at,  criticized,  and 
abused  from  every  quarter.  But  at 
least  we  know  what  Is  our  aim,  our 
object  It  Is  that  these  countries 
shall  be  freed  from  the  German 
armed  power  and  that,  under  con- 
ditions of  normal  tranquillity,  they 
shall  have  a free  unllversaJ  vote  to 
decide  the  government  of  tlieir 
country,  except  the  Fascist  regime, 
and  whether  that  government  shall 
be  to  the  left  or  to  the  tight. 

That  U our  aim,  and  we  are  told 
to  seek  to  disarm  the  friends  of 
democracy.  Because  we  do  not  allow 
gangs  of  heavily  armed  guerrilla*  to 
descend  from  the  mountains  and 
install  thrmselve*  in  the  great  cap- 
ital* and  In  power  and  in  office,  we 
are  told  w*e  are  traitors  to  democ- 
racy. I repulse  that  claim,  too.  I 
shall  call  upon  tho  House  a,  a 
matter  of  confidence  in  His 
Majesty's  Government  and  con- 
fidence In  the  spirit  with  which  we 
have  marched  from  one  peril  to 
another  until  victory  Is  In  sight.  I 
:.hall  call  upon  them  to  reject  this 
with  the  scorn  that  they  deserve. 

The  amendment  on  the  paper  ha* 
particular  reference  to  Greece,  but 
It  la  a general  attack  on  the  whole 
policy  of  His  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment as  supporting  reactionary 
force,  everywhere,  trying  to  install 
by  force  dictatorial  Governments 
| contrary  to  the  wishes  of  tlie 
people. 

I deal  therefore  not  only  wFth 
Oreece.  I pin  myself  at  tin* 
moment  In  the  first  Instance  to 
j other  parts  of  Europe,  because  this 
theme  1*  also  to  some  extent  opened 
up  In  the  last  sentence  of  an  Amer- 
ican press  releiute  with  which  we 
were  confronted  a few  days  ago. 

It  Is  not  only  in  Greece  that  we 
appear  to  some  eyes  to  be  disarm- 
ing the  friends  of  democracy  and 
those  » popular  movements  which 
have  assisted  the  defeat  of  the 
rnemy.  There  Is  Italy,  there  la 
Belgium— let  me  come  to  Belgium 
PI  TC  II  ORGANIZED 
IN  BELGIUM 

Belgium  1*  another  case  nf  what 
. the  amendment  calls  the  frleuda  ol 
democracy  being  disarmed  In  favor 
of  the  organized  constitutional  ad- 
ministration If  ao  that  Is  grave 
and  it  deserve,  scrutiny.  At  the 
end  of  November  there  was  to  be 
what  the  German*  called  a “putsch" 
organized  in  Belgium  to  throw  out 
the  Government  of  M.  Pleriot, 
which  Oovemmcnt  was  the  only 
constitutional  link  with  the  past 
and  the  only  link  we  have  rec- 
ognized during  the  war.  This  Gov- 
ernment ha*  received  a vote  of 
confidence  of  132  members  to  only 
12.  .with  six  absentees,  from  the 
Belgian  Parliament 

However,  the  friends  of  democ- 
racy. the  valorous  asalsters  In  the 
defeat  of  the  enemy.  Look  a different 
| view.  They  organized  an  attack 
upon  the  Belgian  State.  A dem- 
onstration largely  attended  by 
women  and  children  marched  up  to 
the  Belgian  Parliament  House  and 
lorry  load*  of  Triends  of  democracy 
came  along  from  Mans  and  other 
places  heavily  armed.  Here  you  see 
the  hard-worked  Briton,  whom  wc 
are  asked  to  censure.  What  did 
this  reactionary  undemocratic  Gov- 
ernment do?  Its  orders  were  sent 
to  stop  the  lorries  on  the  way  and 
to  disarm  their  loads.  Moreover,  we 
British  placed  light  tanks  and  arm- 
e.«red  car*  In  the  streets  nrar  Ihr 
front  of  the  Parliament  House  which 
the  Belgian  gendarmerie  were  de- 
fending In  the  name  of  the  Belgian 
Constitutional  Oovrmment. 

Now  here  was  Interference  In  a 
marked  form.  Here  was  an  attempt 
to  stand  between  the  frtenda  of 
democracy  and  the  valorous  an- 
arcliic  overthrow  of  the  Belgian 
State.  And  we  British  MOnd  In  the 
way  of  Uiat.  I have  to  admit  these 
things  to  you. 

But  on  whose  orders  and  under 
wiime  authority  did  we  take  this 
action?  Oen.  ErUlne,  the  BrlLsh 
officer,  made  various  proclamation* 
like  those  Oen.  Bcoble  'commander 
In  Oreece*  ha*  made  under  the  press 
i°f  Ute  situation.  These  proclama- 
tion* had  a highly  salutary  effect, 
and  those  concerned  in  the  move- 
ment of  the  Allied  force  acted  ac- 
cordingly

At 
the  centre  of  the  Motherland  and  the  hub  of 
the  British  Empire,  what  has  The  Times  not 
seen  since  January  I.  1 785  * How  many 
men.  great  or  small,  must  have  worked  so 
that  those  50.000  issues  could  roll  off  their 
presses:  with  classified  advertisements  on  the 
privileged  front  page,  with  Court  Circulars 
inside,  and  with  the  veritable  voice  of  The 
Thunderer  booming  away  with  stubborn  fact 
and  cited  reason  under  the  distinguished  mast- 
head? If  like  leaves  in  season  they  fell,  these 
men  have  left  their  mark  for  all  time  on  their 
profession  and  on  the  world;  and  a singularly 
high  mark  that  is  The  Daily  Colonist, 
which  on  December  I 1 will  cross  a lesser 
milestone  into  its  eighty-seventh  year,  ex- 
tends its  warmest  and  most  sincere  felicita- 
tions to  its  famous  contemporary.

Not  So  Sweet 

Carol  singing  is  a fine  old  custom,  with 
roots  in  the  storied  past.  The  sound  of  fresh 
young  voices  raised  in  anthems  of  praise  over 
the  birth  of  a Saviour  to  this  sad  old  world 
is  welcome  in  its  place  and  season.  But  carols 
are  being  sung  in  this  community  now,  and 
that  is  not  their  purpose  Gangs  of  boys, 
between  eleven  and  fourteen  years,  arc  going 
from  door  to  door  begging  for  money,  under 
the  very  slim  pretence  of  singing  carols. 
When  such  ‘ handouts''  are  refused,  their 
leaders  curse  the  householders  in  terms  rem- 
iniscent of  a fishwives'  brawl.  And  that  is 
not  so  sweet.  It  is  juvenile  delinquency  in  a 
crude  and  obvious  form. 

The  cure,  in  (his  instance,  should  be  com- 
munity wide.  If  these  roving  bands  of  young 
hypocrites  find  that  their  efforts  are  not  suc- 
cessful. they  will  soon  desist.  To  give  them 
money  is  to  encourage  them  in  that  meanest 
of  all  human  occupations,  begging  In  the 
very  households  they  call  upon  youths  earn 
their  pocket  money  by  working  for  it.  Either 
they  do  chores  about  the  home,  or  they  have 
some  kind  of  a job.  But  to  give  money  for 
nothing  is  to  demean  both  the  recipient  and 
the  giver;  where  the  cause  is.  as  this  one  cer- 
tainly is.  fraudulent. 

There  have  been  one  or  two  instances  where 
these  gangs  have  done  property  damage. 
1 hey  have  kicked  on  front  doors,  scratching 
their  paint.  They  have  looted  yards.  They 
have  been  abusive  and  foul-mouthed  when 
turned  away.  I hey  have  qualified  for  the 
title  of  hoodlums,  and  are  in  many  instances 
nothing  else.  The  authorities,  of  course,  have 
the  initial  responsibility  in  the  matter:  but 
householders  can  assuredly  help.  Do  not 
encourage  juvenile  begging  If  such  bands 
prove  troublesome  or  meddlesome,  call  the 
police.

The  Right  Word 

On  many  occasions  in  this  war  Mr  Chur- 
chill has  said  the  right  word  at  the  right  time. 

It  was  so  again  yesterday  when  the  British  ' 
Prime  Minister  said  that  Great  Britain  and  all 
that  it  contains  would  stand  solidly  behind 
the  right  of  peoples  to  choose  their  own  form 
of  governance  via  the  ballot  box.  and  not  by 
the  hand  grenade  and  bomb  Mr.  Churchill 
used  language  more  forceful  than  he  has 
adopted  on  any  other  occasion,  save  when  he 
was  referring  to  the  aggressor  nations.  His 
definition  of  democracy  is  one  that  will  stand 
1 he  vote  of  confidence  that  greeted  his  re- 
marks was  a genuine  one,  and  the  world  will 
take  note  of  that. 

It  goes  right  to  the  root  of  all  that  free  men 
hope  for  in  the  peace  to  come  that  nations  will 
have  the  ballot  box  restored  to  them,  so  that 
they  may  express  their  own  will  in  the  demo- 
cratic way.  Any  effort  now  in  the  liberated 
countries  by  one  faction  or  another  to  seize 
power  by  resort  to  arms  ts  open  rebellion,  and 
cannot  rest  under  any  other  title  Within 
each  land,  the  will  of  its  people  and  ol  all 
of  them  must  be  paramount  or  there  can  be 
no  peace,  no  matter  how  great  the  victory  of 
the  United  Nations  or  how  soon  it  may  come 

In  policing  Athens.  British  troops  arc  at 
this  moment  performing  a world  service,  and 
no  doubt  a very  distasteful  one  to  them.  No 
revolutionary  lunta.  no  matter  what  its  com- 
position or  its  aims,  can  replace  open  dis- 
cussion and  rule  by  the  ballot  box  Men  arc 
not  convinced  by  the  machine  gun.  the  bomb 
or  the  hand  grenade,  as  the  Nazis  in  Europe 
have  found  fo  their  bitter  cosf.  Men  are  con*  - 
vinced  only  by  an  appeal  to  reason,  and  reason 
must  be  placed  on  its  proper  throne  before 
there  can  be  any  advance  for  any  of  the  lib- 
erated peoples  of  the  world.  Revolt  is  not 
reason,  it  is  madness;  and  madness  which  can 
only  be  of  comfort  to  the  enemy,  hoping  for 
division  upon  the  side  of  free  men.
